PREMIER RIBOT’S POSITION. 


France Will Take Part in the Proposed 
Congress If Invited by 
Germany.

PARIS, March 5.—Premier Ribot, when 
asked for an interview on the question of 
France's interest in the proposed bimetal- 
uo conference, through his secretary, re- 
ferred the World and Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent to his speech in the House of 
Deputies on February 2, last, and said there 
was no reason why the Government should 
have altered its programme. As M. Ribot's 
Speech was only briefly reported in tte 
American papers, I send that portion ver- 
batim, M. Ribot said: 

1 am of opinion that the abolition of 
the free coinage of silver in which the Ger- 
man Government took the initiative, pre- 
cipitated the agricultural crisis. The solu- 
tion of the monetary, question ts necessarily 
international. We must come to an under- 
standing with the other nations. It does 
not seem to be difficult to arrive at such 


an understanding, especially as considerable 


progress in that direction has lately been 
England. 

* — 3 Government is considering the 
matter. It will take a position calculated 
to em@eourage the movement of opinion in 
neighboring countries. That is the posi- 
tion that has been taken by the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and that is the position 
that I myself shall take up.“ 

This, with M. Ribot's remark to your 
correspondent to-day, makes it not only 
certain that France will accept Germany's 
invitation, but send delegates not absolute- 
ly hostile to an international agreement if 
the Ribot ministry is in power when the 
invitations are issued. 

On the other hand, Mr. Ives Guyot, ex- 
Minister of Public Works and now editor 
of Le Siecle, doubts if there is any consid- 
erable silver party in France. He said to 
your correspondent: “France would prob- 
ably send delegates to any such congress 
and would be perfectly willing to come to 
an understanding with other nations upon 
currency questions. M. Ribot, who is both 
Premier and Minister of Finance, is per- 
sonally favorable to such a plan. He is a 
protectionist by conviction, but he will prob- 
ably refrain from committing himself and 
will be content with adopting a parliamen- 
tary position. His action will depend to 
a very great extent upon the action of Eng- 
land, for even bimetallists admit that with- 
out the consent of England no international 
understanding would be of the slightest 
44 am, nevertheless, very doubtful as to 
the practical value of such a conference. 
The delegates will probably meet and dis- 
cuss,as in 1892,without coming to any defin- 
ite decision. The interests of the different 
countries are too divergent to admit of 
coming to a binding arrangement, even 
were it possible, which I do not believe, to 
fix by legislation the relative values of

RECORD BRATEN 


Suit Filed and Decree Granted 
Within an Hour.

HUSBAND IN THE HOLDOVER. 


Mrs. Benecia Eckels, an Ex-East St. 
Louis Mayor's Widow, Divorced 
Twice in Two Years. 


Joseph E. Eckles of East St. Louls and 
his_wife, Benecia V. Eckles, were divorced 
this morning for the second time in two 
years. A divorce was granted,the wife, 
with the consent of the husband in the 
Hast St. Louis City Court on the ground of 
repeated cruelty and the celerity of the 
proceedings was an apt illustration of the 
peculiarity of the Illinois divorce laws. 
Mrs. Eckles’ attorney, M. D. Baker, filed 
the application about 10 a. m. and the decree 
was recorded by Judge Canby within an 
hour. 


Another peculiar feature f the case was 
that Eckels occupied a cell at the police sta- 
tion while his wife was obtaining her de- 
cree. She had caused his arrest on a peace 
warrant, and as he was unable to furnish a 
peace bond of $200 which he had been re- 
quired by Justice Wilson to give, he was 
legally nfined. 

A P MINENT COUPLE. 

The prea nee of the parties makes the 
case ail the more interesting. 

Eckles is a young physician who is well 
connected in Chicago, his brother being the 
managing editor of the Chicago bune. 
Mrs. Eckles was f erly the wife of Dr. O. 
R. Winton, once Mayor of East St. Louis 
and now deceased. Eckles first married 
Mrs. Winton in 18938. The wedding, which oc- 
curred in St. Louls July 15, was something 
of a surprise. Mrs. Winton, though a hand- 
some, dashing woman, was Eckles’ senior 
by several years, but despite the disparity 
the couple lived happily together for awhile. 

Shortly after their marriage they removed 
from East St. Louis to Bunker Hill, III., 
but they lived there only a short time. There 
Was an incompatibility between them that 
soon asserted itself, and the outcome was 
an early separation. 

E FIRST DIVORCE. 

In the fall of 1898 Mrs. Eckels applied for a 
divorce on the grounds of cruelty, alleging 
that her husband had beaten her and even 
threatened her life, besides mistreating her 
in other ways. 

She obtained a decree in the Belleville Cir- 
cuit Court and the couple lived apart until 
April, 18%. Mrs. Eckels having returned 
to East St. Louis, where she had considera- 
ble property left her by Dr. Winton. Gossip 
about the divorce soon subsided, as an early 
separation had been predicted at the time 
of the marriage by persons well acquainted 
with both, who thought that the d ty 
of their ages would seon sentiment, 
even if nothing else came between them. 

To the surprise of all who knew them, 
however, the couple became reconciled and 
were remarried. 

ELOPED TO CLAYTON. 

Their second marriage was a greater sur- 
prise than the first, and more romantic, as 
this time they eloped to Clayton, where 
they were married April 14, 1894, without the 
knowledge of even their most intimate 
friends. After their remarriage they set- 
tled down to another short term of wedded 
felicity, which ended the same as the first. 
About one month ago Mrs. Eckels applied 
to Justice H. M. Wilson for a peace war- 
rant. She represented that her husband 
had been guilty of the most cruel treatment 
toward her, and claimed that she feared 
furthér injuries at his hands. 

According to her story, Eckels had struck 
her with his clenched hand and tried to 
choke her, and she declared that she was 
afraid to live with him. Justice Wilson is- 
sued the warrant and Eckels was arrested, 
but the case nevér went to a hearing. A 
private settlement was made, and front 
the terms it appeared that Mrs. Eckels was 
very anxious to get rid of her husband, as 
she agreed to a dismissal of the case on 
aston that her husband should leave the 

ate. 

It is said that Eckels left the State in ac- 
cordance with his agreement, but only 
crossed the river to St. Louis. He was not in- 
clined to accept the situation, it seems, as 
he returned last week, and another recon- 
cillation took place, but turned out to be 
only temporary. Husband and wife could 
get along together no better than before, 
and, according to Mrs, Eeckels statement, 
he barely made a show of relaxing his 
cruelty towards her. 

ECKLES 


KED UP. 

Yesterday she applied to Justice Wilson 
for another peace warrant, claiming that 
her husband had again assaulted her. 
Eckles was again arrested, and upon exam- 
ination he was required to give a bond of 
$200 to insure his keeping the peace for six 
months. As he was unable to furnish the 
bond he was committed to jail, but as his 
wife made overtures for a settlement, he 
was locked up temporarily at the Police 
Station. 

Mrs. Eckels wanted him to consent to 
the divorce, and offered to agree to his 
release on his own rec igzance. Eckels 
accepted the terms, and s wife's attor- 
ney filed an 9 for a divorce in 
the city court is morning. 

CONBENTED TO THE DIVORCE. 

As Eckels had consented to the proceed- 
ings the case was made a special order 
for immediate trial, and a divorce was de- 
creed about II o’clock.

TO CAPTURE OUR FLOUR TRADE. 


Russia is Reaching Out for. Some of 
America’s Best Markets. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—Russia is about 
to make a determined effort to reach out for 
and capture some of the great markets for

the Spanish authorities seem willing to ad- 
mit. 

La Luncha, the Iéading republican pa- 
per of Havana, under date of Feb. 28, gives 
the following account of the different out- 

breaks: 

The first news of the revolt was received 
in Monzanillo Feb. 23. A party of over fifty 
men at Calcito had broken out into the 
familiar cry of the Cuban patriots, “Viva 
Cuba Libre.” (Long live free Cuba). 

The band was headed by Don Bartolo, one 
of the leaders In the revolution in 1869. He 
was accompanied by Don Amador Guerra 
and Don Enrique Cespedes. Calcito is a very 
rich district, in which there are many sugar 
plantations, and among them the Central 
Salvador, of which the revolutionists took 
possession on account of its stores and am- 


munition. The Alcalde of Monosanillo sent 
t to the Salvador, and these prevented 
e from seizing the plantation, 
but the work of making sugar was stopped. 
The Government tried to capture the band 
without bloodshed and made overtures to 
them.

WINTER WHEAT. 


Chicago ‘Detérmined® J Fill Her 
Unused Elevators. 


EVENING UP FOR LOST. TRADE. 


Northwest Milling Points Destroy the 
Windy City’s Spring Wheat Market 
and She Wants Winter Wheat. 


Is Chicago taking St. Louis’ winter wheat 
trade? This is a question which is now agi- 


tating the thinking grain merchants of this 
city. As foundation for this fear it is stated 
that the receipts of winter wheat at St. 
Louis for the past three years have shown 
a marked diminution, each year less thag 
its predecessor. The figures, as obtained 
from Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, are: For 1892, 27,483,855 bushels; 
for 1893, 14,642,999 bushels; for 1894, 10,003,242 
bushels. 
Coupled with this dre the statistics of 


Chicago’s winter wheat transactions, show 


ing hew rapidly that point has dipped into 
winter wheat business. For 1894 Chicago's 
receipts of winter wheat were 42,000 car- 
loads, against 26,789 for 1893. In the same 
time Chicago’s receipts of spring wheat 
were 2,800 cars, against, 32,478 for 1893, an evi- 
dence of how rapidly the Northwestern 
milling points have robbed the Windy City 
of that trade, thereby gi 
croachment upon St. Lou 
tory. 

Investigation confirms these several facts: 

First, that Chicago has lost her prestige 
asa spring wheat market. There is, in fact, 
almost no spring wheat handled by the 
elevators of that city, the entire trade 
having been transferred to Minneapolis and 
Duluth. Second, that there is — 
some combination between Chicago mer- 
chants and railroads leading into Chicago 
by which they are given some a nt 
over St. Louis as a competitor for the wheat 
business. 

Chicago, having an enormous elevator ca- 
pacity, which must be utilized some way, 
and no longer having spring wheat to fill 
them with, must get winter wheat, even at 
very small margins of profit. 

Again, during the past season, at certain 
Western shipping points, where St. Louis 
was buying wheat at a price, delivered at 
St. Louis, Chicago was buying on track, 
for which there could have been no other 
reason than that the Chicago men were 
. — rebates or concessions in railroad 
rates, and, in order that this should not be- 
come — paid freight themselves.

At the office of Redmond Cleary & Co., 


Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Cleary con- 
curred in the following statement made by 
Mr. Dan Byrue of that firm, who said: 

“I think St. Louis will get the wheat this 
season if she did not last. Our stock in ele- 
vators has run down from 7,500,000 to 3,500,000 
bushels, and jhere are ag many export 
and milling orders coming in every day. 
We may, therefore, be almost, if not quite, 
bare of stock before new wheat begins com- 
ing in and if Chicago does not reduce her 
present very large holdings of 26,000,000 bush- 
els we will have the advantage of her. Our 
markets for May wheat closed yesterday at 
53% cents and Chicago's at 4% cents—only a 
difference of 1 cent per bushel, whereas the 
difference always figured on is 3 cents. 

In our opinion, if we contmue to diminish 
our holdings as we have been doing, our 
price will soon be higher than Chicago's 
unless something unforseen should occur. 
It is true that Chicago has been coming into 
our territory, but I think ability to do so 
came from the market had at Chicago rath- 
er than from any advantage in freight 
rates. 

“I am inclined to think that with these con- 
ditions and, as in our market, with wheat 
grading as No. 2, whether hard or soft, ap-

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The unanimous decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Bate Refrig- 
erator case disposes finally of one of the 
most important issues that has been 
brought before it since the civil war ques- 
tions were adjudicated and one in which 
the people of the country are vitally in- 
terested. 

Briefly, the decision is that when an 

American invention is patented first in 
a foreign country the American patent 
expires with the foreign patent. It 
throws open to public use the most im- 
portant of the telephone patents under 
which the Bell company has maintained 
its monopoly; also the most valuable of 
Edison’s patents on the incandescent 
lamps. 
The effect of the decision should be to 
materially reduce the cost to the people 
of electric lighting and of the telephone” 
service, This is certain to be the ultimate 
effect, but it will not be won without a 
fierce struggle. The Bell Telephone Co. 
has made millions, is making millions 
and has millions at command to protect 
its privileges. It has also the enormous 
advantage of possessing the exchanges, 
the circuits, the legislative and municipal 
grants under Which it operates. It will 
take time and money to place any com- 
petitor in a position really to compete 
with it. 

Nevertheless the Bate decision is epoch- 
marking. It means cheaper telephone 
service and cheaper electric lights. This 
is inevitable and cannot be long post- 
poned.

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MONEY FOR THE UNIVERSITY. 


The Legislature of Missouri will con- 
vict itself of bad principle and bad poli- 
tics if it does not make a proper appro- 
priation for the State University. 

The House Committee on Appropria- 
tions proposes to give for maintenance 
$31,608 less than the amount of accrued 
interest on the endowment fund appro- 
priated for maintenance by the preceding 
General Assembly. This will mean the 
crippling of the University during the 
next biennial period. 

The committee has provided small 
amounts for physical culture and libra- 
ries, but absolutely nothing for the 
further equipment of the laboratories of 
geology, chemistry, physics, electrical 
engineering, civil and mechanical en- 
gineering, biology and medicine. By the 
exercise of great care in their selection 
the University has obtained several 
btrong men in science and technology, 
but they have been hampered by the 
lack of equipment, and they may retire 
from the University unless some pro- 
vision is made for their departments. 

The curators asked particularly for 
$4,000 to bear the expense of a summer 
school, in order that the public school 
teachers of the State might attend the 
University free of cost in vacation to 
work in the laboratories of science and 
carry back with them mental enrich- 
ment for their schools. The committee 
has recommended nothing for the equip- 
ment of the science laboratories and 
nothing to aid the public school teachers 
in their use. 

Neither Republicans or Democrats can 
afford to make such a record of false 
economy. The appropriations for the 
State University should be as liberal as 
the public revenues will permit.

“The director of the German Consulate at 
Chicago will pay an official visit to his native 
country (Germany) in March or April of this 
year for the purpose of delivering a number 
of addresses on the subject of commercial 
relations in the United States, and in par- 
ticular the great opportunities offered for 
affecting an increase in the export of Ger- 
man merchandise to that country. Business 
branches and firms in search of new mar- 
kets for disposing of their wares and who 
desire to receive information regarding 
business affairs in America should address 
themselves to the Commercial Department 
of the Consulate at Chicago.“ 

Mr. Sterne says the German Consuls are 
all trained men. The practice, which resem- 
bled our own, of making honorary Consuls 
is on the decline, and in Germany these of- 
ficers are men who make a profession of 
their offices. Mr. Sterne points out, how- 
ever, that these Consuls are aided in their 
efforts by various industrial branches, 
whereas American Consuls have no such 
support.

OF GREAT IMPORTANCE, 


The Supreme Court’s Decision in the 
Bate Company Case. 


NEW YORK, March 5.—The United 
States Supreme Court's decision yesterday, 
unanimously sugtaining the lower court in 
the case of the Bate Refrigerating Co. 
against Sulzberger, is far-reaching and of 
immense importance in its effect. 

This decision not only settles the contro- 
versy between the parties directly inter- 
ested, viz: The General Electric Co. and the 


American ge eee Co. on the one 
side and the Westinghouse and the anti- 
Bell Telephone Co. on the other side, but 

di ses of a very large number of 
other patents which the P lic have as- 
sumed to have expired under the ruling of 
the lower court, but which would have 
been revived if the decision of the Supreme 
Court in this case had been the other way, 
and it also shortens the life of a great many 
patents which have not yet actually ex- 
pired. © decision is against the position 
taken by the General company and the 
American Bell Telephone Co. and those 
associated with them upon the appeal, and 
affirms the decision previously rendered by 
the United States Circuit Court in this cir- 
cult. This decision terminates the three 
Edison patents for the carbon transmitter 
owned by the American Bell Telephone Co., 
by which it hoped to extend its control for 
twenty-five years more, as would have been 
the case had the decision below been re- 
versed. considerable number of very 
broad patents owned by the General Elec 
tric Co. are also dis of by this decision, 
including Mr. Edison’s patent upon the 
incandescent — regarding which there 
has been so much litigation, and also his 
patent on the “Multiple arc“ system of 
distribution, and his patent on the socket 
for incandescent lamps which was recently 
held to be valid by Judge Coxe. 

The history of the Bate Refrigerator Co. 
against Sulzberger is very interesting. The 
case involves directly a very small sum of 
money. and the complainants would prob- 
ably have never thought it worth while to 
5 it to a hearing had it not been that 
the lawyers of the General Electric Co. and 
the Bell Telephone Co. discovered that it
